MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION 8c POWER 

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 19th December 1958 

No. DW.HT26(4)/58.— At a conference held on the 7th 
November, 1958 in New Delhi at which the representatives 
of the Central Government and the State Governments of 
Punjab and Rajasthan were present, it was decided to set up 
a 'Committee of Direction' and a 'Rajasthan Canal Board' to- 
ensure efficient, economical and early execution of the Rajas- 
than Canal Project, Including all connected wotks in Putyj^T" 
and Rajasthan and the colonisation of the areas covered by 
the Project. It was also agreed that the colonisation policy 
should dc determined by the Central Government in consulta- 
tion with the Governments of Rajasthan and Punjab. 
The terms of the agreement arrived at between the various- 
Govcrnmen t* concerned are set out below:— 

CONSTITUTION OF THE COMMITTEE OF DIRECTION 
AND THE RAJASTHAN CANAL BOARD 

With a view to ensure efficient, economical and early exe- 
cution of the Rajasthan Canal Project, including all connect- 
ed work* iti Punjab and Rajasthan and implementation of 
the colonisation policy, as determined from ttime to time 
by the Government of India in consultation with the Gov- 
ernments of Rajasthan and Punjab, the Central Government 
and the State Governments of Punjab and Rajasthan agree 
to set up a 'Committee of Direction' and a 'Rajasthan Canal 
Board' as described below. They also agree that the 
'Committee of Direction' should lay down the overall policy 
in regard to the execution of the Rajasthan Canal Project 
and allied works and the development of the entire area 
covered by the Project, and that the Rajasthan Canal Board 
should be in overall charge of the Project and the develop- 
ment of the Project areas in accordance with the policy laid 
down by Llie ‘Committee of Direction' from time to time. The 
parrii lpating Governments also agree that the actual work - 
of construction should be carried out under the direction of 
the Rajasthan Canal Board by the Chief Engineer concerned 
of the State in which the work lies. 

2. The participating State Governments further agree to 
delegate power* to and authorise under article 299(1) of the 
Constitution their respective Chief Engineers to enter into 
contract for works, supplies and services at the direction of 
the Rajasthan Canal Board; such contracts shall be expressed 
to be made by the Governor of the State concerned. For 
purpose* of implementing the colonisation policy, the actual 
field work will be under the administrative control of an 
officer of the Tank of Commissioner who would be appointed 
by the Government of Rajasthan. The Commissioner would 
be lesponsiblr to and *hall in all matter* comply with the 
directions given by the Rajasthan Canal Board from time to 
time, 

3. Constitution *nd functions of the Committee of Directio?x. 

(1) The Committee of Direction will coniiit of: 

(1) the Union Minister of Irrigation and Power or hli 
repretentativc; 

(ii) the Chief Minister of Rajasthan or hi* representative; 

amd 
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(ill) the Chief Minister of Punjab or his representative. 
The Committee will be presided over by the Union 
Minister of Irrigation and Power and in his absence 
by the Chief Minister of Rajasthan. The Chairman 
of the Rajasthan Canal Board, referred to in para- 
graph 4 infra, will act aj Secretary to the Committee. 

(2) The meetings of the Committee shall be held once 
every three months or at shorter intervals whenever considered 

ecessary. 

(3) The Committee of Direction will lay down the policy 
in regard to rhe cxcciulon of the Rajasthan Canal Project 
and allied work in accordance with the estimate as sanctioned 
from rime to time and for the development of the entire area 
covered by the Project. The Committee will issue directions 
to the Board on such matters as it considers necessary or as 
may be referred to it by the Board. 

4. Constitution and functions of the Rajasthan Canal Hoard. 

(1) The Rajasthan Canal Board will consist of the follow- 
ing ; 

(i) Chairman; 

/ii) Chairman, Central Water and Power Commission or 
his nominee; 

(iii) Joint Secretary, Ministry of Finance (or an Officer 
deputed by him to attend any particular meeting); 

(iv) Secretary to the Government of Rajasthan Finance 
Department; 

(v) Chief Engineer in charge of the Project in Rajasthan; 

(vi) Chief Engineer in charge of the Project in Punjab; 

(vii) Colonisation Commissioner. 

(2) The Chairman of the Board will be appointed by the 
Government of Raja&than in consultation with the Central 
Government. He will be assisted by the requisite staff. The 
Board will have a Financial Adviser who will be appointed 
by the Central Government in consultation with the Rajas- 
than Government. 

The Secretary of the Board will be appointed by the 
Rajasthan Government on the recommendation of the Board. 
He will also work as Deputy Secretary to the Committee of 
Direction, 

(3) The Headquarters of the Hoard will be at such place 
in Rajasthan a.s the Government of Rajasthan may decide, 

(4) The Rajasthan Canal Board will be in overall charge 
of the Project and development of the Project areas. It 
will implement; 

(i) the policy laitl by the Committee of Direction from 
time to time; and 

(ii) the colonisation policy to be laid down by the Cen- 
'■ tral Government in consultation with the Govern- 
ments of Rajasthan and Punjab. 

(5) In particular ar_d without prejudice to the generality 
of the provision in paragraph (4) above, the Rajasthan Canal 
Board under the general guidance of the Committee of Direc- 
tion shall ; 

(i) prepare in consultation with the concerned Minis- 
tries of the Central Government and Departments of 
the State Governments a Master Plan for the overall 
integrated development of the Project and project 
areas which will include the irrigation system, 
land development, roads, railways, villages, industrial 
and maiketmg centres, etc,; 

(ii) take steps for the preparation of necessary estimates 
of costs of different components of the Master Plan 
by the concerned authorities f including the Hoaid), 
when so authorised, and for the execution of works 
by these authorities or the Board after the Financial 
sanction has been obtained; 

(iii) scrutinise the sanctioned estimate of the Rajasthan 
Canal Project and take such action for its modifica- 
tion and revision as may be found necessary from 
time to time. The project estimate will be sanc- 
tioned and, if necessary subsequently revised by the 
Government of Rajasthan after such consultations 
with the Government of India and the Planning 
Commission as may be considered necessary; 

(iv) examine and decide on all proposals for obtaining 
expCTt advice; 

(v) advise from time to time regarding the delegation of 
such powers, both technical and financial, as it may 
deem necessary for efficient, economical and speedy 
execution of the project to the Chief Engineers. 
Superintending Engineers, Executive Engineers and 
Sub Divisional Officers engaged in the execution of 
the project; 


(vi) advise from time to time regarding the delegation of 
such powers a a may be found desirable and necessary 
to officers in charge of colonisation of the Govern- 
ment lands; 

(vii) examine and, where necessary, lay down specifications 
and schedule of rates for various classes of work with 
a view to sound and efficient execution of the pro- 
ject; 

(viii) approve (a) all detailed estimates and contracts the 
cost of which exceeds the powers of sanction of the 
Chief Engineer and (b) all proposals for award of 
work or supplies on contracts other than those based 
on public tenders and on detailed quantitative esti- 
mates and works allotted on work-order basis on 
scheduled rates. "rhe contracts, however, shall be 
expressed to be made by the Governor of Rajasthan or 
the Government of Punjab, as the case may be, and 
shall be executed on their behalf by the officers 
authorised to do so, in accordance with powers dele- 
gated to them by the State Government concerned. 

Note 1.— Where total financial liability under a contract is 
definitely ascertainable at the time of placing the contract 
and where ihe contract itself is the result of the public or 
limited call for lenders, prior submission of the pioposaJs to 
the Hoard will not be neccssaiy so long as the contract is 
otherwise within the powers of sane lion of the Chief Engineer. 

(2) This will not affect the powers delegated from lime to 
time to the Chief Engineers, Supcrin lending Engineers, Exe- 
cutive Engineers and Sub-Divisional Officers. 

(ix) frame rules as to delegation of powers and procedure 
for the put pose of carrying out its business; 

(x) decide the programme of construction of the project 
keeping in view the funds available, the progress of 
colonisation and development of project aieas and 
the desirability of obtaining quirk results; 

(si) take appropriate steps for the development of land 
and utilisation of canal waiers including the setting 
up and demonstration and experimental farms; 

(xii) w^ork out detailed proposals on all matters pertain- 
ing to the colonisation of State wastelands under the 
project including the terms on which such lands or 
any interest therein should be transferred, the selec- 
tion of (rmisfeiees, the mode of disposal and the 
recovery of the sale proceeds of the lands and or of 
lca.se money and, after obtaining tire approval of the 
CcnLral Government, Lake such steps as may be 
necessary to carry out the approved proposals; 

(xiii) recommend the grant ol leases of fisheries in the 
Rajasthan Canal system. The leases, however, shall 
be expressed to be granted by the Governor of Rajas- 
than or the Governor of Punjab, as the case may be, 
and shall be executed on their behalf by the officers 
authorised to do so in accordance with the powers 
delegated to them by the State Government concern- 
ed. 

(xiv) exercise, in relation to the technical sanction admin- 
istrative approval and other sanctions required for 
rhe construction of the Rajasthan Canal 'Project and 
in relation to any other administrative matters 
concerning the piojcct, the powers ol the -Slate Gov- 
ernment under the various codes, manuals, mles and 
regulations, an may be delegated to it by the State 
Government concerned fiom time to time; 

(xv) advise State Government concerned on administrative 
matters relating to the staff employed for the time 
being in connection with the project to the extent 
it may consider necessary; 

(xvi) receive monthU progress reports both as to works 
and expenditure in a pfesuibed foim from the Chief 
Engineers, Punjab and Rajasthan, review the progress 
oE the project and lay down steps to be taken to 
expedite the work; and 

(xvii) leccive monthly pi ogress rcpoils from colonisation 
officers, review the progress of colonisation and lay 
down steps for coordinated development of the area. 

Order 

Ordered that the Resolution be communicated to all State 
Governments, the several Ministries of the Government of 
India, the Comptroller and Auditor General of India, Prime 
Minister's Secretariat, Secretary to the President, the Planning 
Commission and the Administrations of the Union Terri fori et 
of Delhi, Himachal Pradesh, Manipur and Tripura,
